An ounce 
bottle about one-fourth full of chloroform 
was picked up, which was sta nding direct­ 
ly under his head uncorked, and not lying 
down, as was reported. 
They concluded 
at once under these circumstances that he 
had received an over dose of the drug. 
Dr. Grim threw open the window and 
making an examination found his heart 
beating regularly and with considerable 
strength. 
He thought he would come to 
in a few minutes. 
He apparently breath 
ed for a few times. 
Dr. H ewitt, of this 
place, and Dr. W ilcox, ot Amboy, who 
happened to be here, were called.' They 
commenced at once to assist Dr. Grim in 
restoring him to consciousness. 
He was 
placed on a mattress on the floor and wa s 
made to breathe artificially. A strong cur­ 
rent of electricity was passed through his 
body and other restoratives used. 
A ssis­ 
tants kept up a consta nt rubbing of his 
body. 
At about 5:45 it was found that 
his heart ceased to bea t. The attendants, 
however, still persisted in their efforts to 
restore him until 7 or after 7 o’clock.

whirl, the giddy scennes, the resplendent 
costumes, the entrancing music of tho ball­ 
room. 
“ And I will say to you right here 
that a ball is a ball, no matter what handle 
yon put to it, nor can you veneer it into re­ 
spectability in the sight of God. 
No matter 
what benevolent scheme you try to put it 
into it is a violation of the will of God. 
If 
there i» any logic to define the difference be­ 
tween your ‘charity ball’ and a dance in tho 
low dives and spurns you ougut to trot it/ig h t 
out; there are professing Christians in Chi­ 
cago 
to-night 
who are 
desperately 
in

ment. 
Charity bad! God save tho mark. 
The 
sham 
is 
exposed 
in the very en­ 
deavor to defend it. 
They say: 
‘It’s all 
right to give tho douco to the low dances of 
tho outcasts of society, but you mustn’t 
touch our refined balls. We’re going balling 
in tho sweet name of charity.’ 
I say there 
was no: a person at the charity ball but 
went si-king pleasure. 
They could have 
spent their money for charity in easier way. 
Have some common pride about you! Either 
bo one thing or tho other; take your stand 
for Christianity, or else say you are not a 
Christian, but you are a dancer. 
God will 
have nothing to do with any who engage in 
dancing, but it will send everyone whirling 
down to hell together. 
“ And the theatres—those innocent places 
of amusement—you can not interfere with 
tho innocent amusement of the people. 
What is the difference between tho first- 
class and tho low down theatre ( 
It has a 
little more rod lire—hell fire—that's all. 
The little cheap theatres are the spawn of 
the big ones, that’s alL 
There are some 
things have got to be reformed from the top 
down. 
If you were afraid of a dam giving 
way, you would mend the dam and not try 
to dip up the water in tho little springs and 
streams up the valley. 
If you want to 
break up tne low theatres you must break 
up tho big ones that daddy them and 
mammy them.

W hat C hief of O rdinance Slcard Say« of 
It—Som e N otew orthy Facta. 
Under the new style of w arfare there are a 
large num b er of kinds of gunpowder. 
There 
is a particular style of grain for each style of 
gun. 
We m ust know w hat kind is wanted in 
each instance, and m ust keep a record of all 
the different kinds on hand in all the vessels 
and fleets and in the arsenals, so that we do 
not run short of any kind. 
Under the old 
regime it was a good deal like counting one’s 
thuirff*. 
We simply had to know that a 
« mooth-b ore gun wanted fine powder and a 
rifle gun wanted large granulated powder; 
that was all. But now we must know a great 
deal more and keep a great m any more things 
'in mind. 
Here, for instance, is a grain of the 
famous 
new-eided German cocoa or slow- 
b urning powder. It m ust b e put together just 
so, with the holes through each grain forming 
a continuous hole clear through the cartridge. I 
This large b ag will hold 100 pounds of powder. 
When it is filled it has to b e tightly tied all 
the way with silk or worsted taj*« , so as to 
rem ain stiff and b o handled easy. 
Tw o of 
these large b ags are necessary to discharge 
our largì? gnus. 
The rule is one pound of 
powder to two pounds of b all.” 
“Tell me something of this new ijowder.” 
“It is called cocoa powder b ecause of its 
b rown color. 
It is peculiarly valuab le b e­ 
cause of its slow-b urning quality. 
For many 
years 
we 
lab ored 
under 
great disad­ 
vantage and 
great 
danger 
b ecause of 
the 
instantaneous 
comb ustion of the old 
b lack 
powder. 
If 
100 
pounds 
were 
put in a gun for a single charge only a por­ 
tion of this was b urned. 
The discharge was 
so sudden that a considerab le portion was car­ 
ried out of the muzzle. 
Then the sudden ex­ 
plosion was a great strain on the gun. 
There 
was great danger of its b ursting. 
Both these 
difficulties are now overcome. 
I could apply 
a m atch to that two-ounce grain of cocoa 
lew der and it would prob ab ly not explode. 
The large charges which are put in the new 
heavy guns can nnl^b o exjdoded b v a small 
charge c» r qulek-b ù rmhg powaèr which Is put 
b ehind it.” 
“But how does the advantage come?” 
“In this way: 
Our now' guns arc* much 
longer than the old ones. 
The slow-b urning 
powder starts the b all and follow s 
it with 
explosive gin**« all the way 
to the muzzle of 
the guu and then gives it. a final terrib le ve­ 
locity. 
All the strength of the great charge 
is used and the b ail hurled a tremendous dis­ 
tance—a distance simply unthought 
of undo? 
the old methods.” 
“W hat is the prospect of the b rown pow \kr 
b eing successfully made in this country!” 
“It is excellent, I think. 
The German vari­ 
ety lacs b een carefully analyzed several times 
over, and, while it is impossib le to arrive at 
the exact composition, we are already aide to 
say that our powder m anufacturers are on 
the highway toward m aking an equally good 
and perhaps b etter ¡nm der 111 the near future. 
Ihe product they have already produced 
looks very much like the German variety and 
has much the same effect in actual use.— 
ashiugton Cor. Chicago Trib une. 


H ealth of C hildren in Russia. 
The Moscow Gazette is doing a very cred­ 
itab le thing, and one which m ight with ad ­ 
vantage b e imitated, in pub lishing a short 
series of articles dealing with the disease« 
most prevalent among school children, and 
not only mentioning each disease, b ut giving 
full descriptions of the first symptoms a t­ 
tending them, and pointing out to teachers 
and schoolmasters how, b y means of proper 
ventilation, cleanliness, etc., much illness may 
b e averted. 
This enlightening of the general pub lic a s 
to the first laws of health is the more praise­ 
w orthy as the middlo and lower classes in 
Russia are desperately ignorant of them, the 
consequence b eing that most Russian children 
are puny, sickly creatures, ill-fitted to stand 
the rigor of the northern climate. The death- 
rate of children in Russia is accordingly ex­ 
trem ely high, and elementary schools are th« 
worst b reoding-place a t disease.—Chicago 
Trib une.
